rich, an aged veteran of the Civil 
War. died 
at 3:30 
o'clock Friday 


morning at the home of his son in 
Blnghamton. 
His body will be bur- 


cd in the cemetery at Worcester, be- 
side the members of five generations 
n the Goodrich lineage. 


Death was due to complication re- 


sulting in heart failure. Had lie lived 
until next month, Mr. Goodrich would 
lave been 80 years old. 


He was born July 14, 1843, at Wor- 


cester, the son of Francis and Cather- 
ne> (Wlckham) Goodrich. 
The farm 


on which ho was reared had belonged 
.O his great-grandfather. 
He spent 


nls earlier days there, attending school 
and working In tho fields. 
When the 


Civil War broke out he enlisted in 
Company I. 121st Regulars, at Her- 
klmer, N. Y., and marched out of that 
village June 2. 1862, bound south. 
The organization -was called "Upton's 
Regulars" after their commander, Col- 
onel Upton. Among the membership 
were the late L.. Cou Young of Bing- 
hamton i'or years a member of as- 
sembly and'one of tho leading con- 
ductors on the D. & H.; the late Cap- 
tain Kidder of Binghamton, and oth- 
ers residing hereabouts. 
They took 


part In some of tho hardest fighting of 
the war. 
Mr. Goodrich was captured 


at the battle and Antletim but, w-ith 
hie two cousins, Charles Cushin and 
Henry Jaycox, ho escaped before their 
captors could get thorn into a south- 
ern prison. 


He had been exposed to the weath- 


er and was In such 
condition 
that 


when the three got back into the un- 
ion lines ho was sent to a hospital at 
Washington, D. C., where he stayed 
Cor nearly a year. 
He was then sent 


home. He tried hard to get into the 
service for the North for the remain- 
der of the war, but was rejected owing 
to his Invalided condition. It was not 
until 18(17 or thereabouts that hu had 
recovered sulllclently to resume the 
ordinary ways of life.

St. John's, N. F.—Hunting seals by 


airplane is the thrilling job that is 
being performed in Newfoundland this 
winter by F. Sidney Cotton, Australian 
airman. 


The seals come down on great pans 


of ice with the Arctic current to'the 
Newfoundland coast regularly every 
March, and nearly a dozen specially 
constructed ships fit out in St. John's, 
capital port of the island, and proceed 
to the great fields of ice where the 
seals swarm by thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands, and the crews of 
he ships, called "sealers," engage for 
wo or three weeks In a slaughter of 
he "whitecoats." The ships are load- 
d, often to the hatches, or even the 
gunwhales, with the pelts of the seals; 
On reaching St. John's the several 
nches of fat are removed from the 
kins and rendered out for the valua- 
le oil. The skins are dressed for 
eather, often the furs are stuffed and 
made into Imitation senls. The In- 
dustry has a turnover of millions of 
lollars. 
But the seals do not come all to- 


gether. There is wljat is known as 
'the main patch," which contains the 
great bulk of the seals. There are 
minor pans which have broken off, 
and also carry seals. 
If the main 


>atch is missed by the ships it may 
nean loss for the owners and the 
men. These men sign on only for the | 
tunt, and are paid by a share in the 
:ot»l catch of the ship. Everything, 
hen, is contingent on striking the main 
patch. This is sometimes mlised, and 
sometimes located. 


Where the Airplane Come* In. 


It is here that the airplane comes 


n. Major Cotton's plan is to set out 
'rom a base at Botwood, on the roain- 
and, fly wer the vast Ice fields, with 
in experienced sealing captain as ob- 
server, and locate the main patch and 
wireless to the ships. 


There may be many miles of thick 


Ice between the ships anil the main 
patch. 
The airplane scouts arouad 


and locates channels in the ice. In 
this way, according to the plan, the 
great sealing industry of Newfound- 
land will be made certain and scien- 
tific. 


Cotton had many difficulties to over- 


come. In the first place, it meant win- 
ter flying. He was told by aviation 
experts in England that it could not 
be done. There was the matter of 
freezing of the radiator, for instance. 
How was he going to fly in very cold 
atmosphere without his radiator freez- 
ing solid? 


Then, how was the'plane to take 


off from the snow? How iyas he to 
conquer the gales and snow blizzards 
of the interior of Newfoundland, not 
to speak of the ice fields, where many 
ships had gonu down in storm and 
many hundreds of sealers had per- 
ished. 


Flying In Newfoundland In the win 


ter means, often, flying in a temper- 
ature 20 degrees below zero F. It 
means being up In storms and bliz- 
zards and gales. It means taking off 
from and landing on deep and uneven 
snow, often snow banks ten feet deep. 


First Achievement. 


' The first achievement was the dis 
covery of a liquid that obviated freer- 
ing trouble without damaging the en- 
gine, and he can now fly in the colii- 
cst weather without fear of his radi- 
ator freezing. Then he devised a serv 
iceable skid to replace wheels, which 
arc useless in deep snow, and pon- 
toons are useless except in open wa- 


, ter. With his skids Cotton can rise 
fiiom any kind of snow and alight on 


i the roughest and most uneven snow 


I banks. The skids can take the ma- 
i chine safely over ditches, or even logs.

Cotton loaded up his machine 
with St. John's newspapers and In a 
very few minutes had dropped them 
in the public square oa Bell Island, 
and then circled around and saw the 
men rush for them und open and read 
them. This greatly impressed the au- 
thorities. 


Some steamers -were frozen In the 


ice off the coast some miles from St. 
John's, it being an unusually hard 
winter In Newfoundland. They, also, 
had 
been without 
newspapers or 


malls. Cotton repeated his 6tunt and 
dropped newspapers onto the decks of 
the steamers, and the passengers were 
able to read the afternoon, papers al- 
most as quickly as citizens of St. 
John's did. Delivery of newspapers 
has been made in many places around 


; the shore. 


An Object Lesson. 


The Norwegian manager of a paper 


company at Alexander Bay wanted to 
get down to the plant from St. John's. 


The cross-country train was snowed 


In somewhere near the line. Cotton 


I took Blakstad. the manager, to his 
1 place in an hour and three-quarters, | 


at the same time dropping newspapers 
on the passengers in the marooned 
train.

was W. F. Coaker, minister of marine j 
and fisheries, who had refused to be 
taken by plane to Port Union, head- 
quarters of the Fishermen's Union of | 
Newfoundland.

The machines being used by Major 


Cotton are a alartinsyde.xwith a 275 
Falson Rolls-Royce engine, and a 
DH-9. The former is the same type 
used by the first men to come to New-

transatlantic flight. 
Both machines 


have a very quick take-off and land 
very slowly" 
Then there is a West- 


land limousine, with a 450 Napier en- 
gine, particularly useful in case of 
crash, as the aviators can live in the 
cabin in comparative comfort. Con- 
centrated food for a month for two, 
snowshoes, blankets, etc., are always 
carried in each machine. Neither of 
these machines Is suitable for the con- 
ditions of the country, however, and 
on his return to England Cotton will 
have some specially designed for the 
work, putting Into them everything 
that he has learned while here. 


Aviators in all parts of the world 


are watching with a great deal of in- 
terest Cotton's activities in winter fly- 
ing In Newfoundland,

The meeting, which 
was well attended, listened with in- 
terest to his reports and suggestions 
and those of Mr. Barlow, and after- 
wards, on motion the name o£ the 
organization was changed to the Ag- 
ronomy council of the Farm bureau, 
the previous names apparently failing 
to cover the field of work. Agronomy, 
by the way, refers to fields and crops 
as distinguished from animal hus- 
bandry, dairying, care of poultry, etc. 
The meeting elected L. E. Johnson of 
Eichheld as chairman of council. 


From this time the committee -will 


check up the field and soil work in 
their respective communities, doing a 
part of the field "rtork which previous- 
ly had been done by Jlr. Barlow and 
his assistants. The work of the mem- 
bers of the council will net he chiefly 
on their own farms, but in checking 


up the community work and forward- 
ing the results to the bureau head- 
quarters. 


Three 
long-term 
projects 
were 


adopted by the bureau as follows: 


1 Improvement of soil and crops 


through specific treatment of a given 
area as compared with what the 
farmer nould naturally ha\e done 
himself. 


2. The use of acid phosphate in 


connection with itable manure, fixing 
the nitrogen and making the manure 
more valuable. 


3. Pasture 
improvement 
through 


plo*vmg and planting to corn or po- 
tatoes one year, sov.ing with oats and 
a suitable pasture giass mixture the 
second jear, the third year mowed 
and thereafter returned to permanent 
pasturage with a top dressing with 
acid phosphate every third or fifth 
jear. 


The three mam problems of tne 


farmer at present are the purchase of 
supplies, economical production and 
cooperative marketing. The work of 
the Agronomy committee will have to 
do with the second of these problems 
—econon cal production.
